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Day of Songun in People’s Korea 
61st anniversary 
of the Start of the Songun revolutionary leadership 


The Day of Songun in People’s Korea means the anniversary of the start of the 
Songun revolutionary leadership of the great leader comrade KIM JONG IL. This 
started when he visited and gave guidance to the Seoul Ryu Kyong Su Guards no 
105 tank division of the Korean People's Army. The No 105 tank division is an 
army unit of the KPA steeped in revolutionary history as it was the first KPA unit 
to rush into Seoul during the great Fatherland Liberation War of 1950 -1953. 
This year will be the 61st anniversary of the start of the Songun revolutionary 
leadership in the DPRK. 


August 25th is now proudly celebrated in the DPRK as the Day of Songun. Dear 
respected Marshal KIM JONG UN wrote: 


'The Day of Songun, when General Kim Jong Il started his leadership of the Songun 
revolution, is, together with the day of the founding of the KPA (Korean People's 
Army), a historic day when an important milestone was set up for the history of 

building up our revolutionary armed forces and the history of our country. As there 
was this significant day, a historic turn could be brought about in developing our 

revolutionary armed forces and implementing the cause of the Juche revolution, and 
the history and traditions of our sacred Songun revolution that had been pioneered 
and developed by force of arms, achieving victory, 
could be carried forward continuously’ 


The Songun revolutionary leadership of the great generalissimo KIM JONG IL 
began at a time when the US imperialists were causing tension all over the world 
such as the Vietnam war and the Cuban missile crisis. The modern revisionists, 
the agents of the imperialists in the international communist movement and the 
socialist camp, had capitulated to imperialism and were even putting pressure on 
the DPRK to give up its anti-imperialist stand and disarm itself, melting down 
tanks and guns, under the banner of 'peaceful co-existence ' and ‘peaceful co- 
operation' with the imperialists. The great generalissimo's KIM IL SUNG and KIM 
JONG IL declared that the DPRK would not go down this road but would build up 
the people's revolutionary armed forces on the basis of self-reliance. Dear 
respected Marshal KIM JONG UN explained: 


‘Regarding the strengthening of the KPA as the most important of affairs in the 
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Songun revolution, he raised the KPA as the buttress, the main force, of our 
revolution and achieved the historic victory in the grim anti-imperialist, anti-US 
showdown in defence of the country's security and socialism by training the KPA to 
be the army of the leader boundlessly faithful to the cause 
of the WPK (Workers' Party of Korea), 
to be an invincible revolutionary army' 


The great leader generalissimo KIM JONG IL carried forward the cause of Juche- 
army building and Songun revolutionary leadership pioneered by the great leader 
President KIM IL SUNG. During the five decades of Songun revolutionary 
leadership the heroic Korean People's Army was built up splendidly in all field not 
just in terms of weaponry and technique but in terms of ideology and morale. The 
KPA became the pillar of the Songun revolution. 


Under the Songun revolutionary leadership the KPA discharged its role of 
defender of the gains of socialism with honour. Many times, since the end of the 
Korean war, the US imperialists tried to provoke or stifle the DPRK but in each 
incident; the "USS Pueblo" in 1968, the EC121 incident of 1969, the

On the 76th Anniversary 
of Korea’s Liberation from Japanese colonial rule 


On August 15th 1945 Korea finally became independent after decades of 
barbaric colonial rule by the degenerate Samurais of Japanese imperialism. The 
liberation of Korea was not the gift of outside forces, big powers, nor was it the 
result of chance or an accidental factor, it was the result of the 20 year long 
revolutionary struggle under the banner of Juche and Songun led by the great 
leader President KIM IL SUNG, the sun of Juche ! 


The Japanese were amongst the worst and most cruel colonial oppressors who 
had literally sucked the life out of the Korean people. Due to flunkeyism (fawning 
on big powers) and incompetence by the old feudal rulers of the Ri Dynasty the 
Japanese imperialists stole into Korea the land of the morning calm. The Jap 
imperialists were aided and abetted by other big powers and imperialists such as 
the US and UK. 


By 1910 they had annexed Korea and turned into a colony. The Korean people 
fell victim to the sabre and the bayonet of the cruel Japanese colonialists. They 
plundered huge amounts of resources. 


The Korean people wanted and needed independence and to be free from 
oppression by Japanese imperialism. However no force or leader existed that could 
deliver them from the iron rule of Japan. Petitions and appeals were useless, 
strikes and demos were suppressed by force and the streets run with the blood of 
Korean workers and peasants. Bourgeois nationalists proved to be useless in 
leading the nation, they split into factions and squabbled as they were totally 
divorced from the popular masses. Such elements turned to national reformism 
which meant capitulation to Japanese imperialism. Some saw the example of the 
USSR, the first workers and peasants state in the world started a communist 
movement but this quickly collapsed into flunkeyism and factionalism and was 
therefore unable to lead the struggle against Japanese imperialist rule. In those 
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days there was a tendency within the international communist movement to see 
the struggles of people in the colonial countries as simply a reserve force of the 
world proletarian revolution. 


The great leader President KIM L SUNG was an outstanding thinker and 
theorectian who grasped from his early days the need to advance the struggle for 
independence and revolution on a new basis. He set up the Down With 
Imperialism Union in 1926 with revolutionary school students and youth, This 
represented a decisive clean break with the stale dogmas of factionalism and 
flunkeyism and meant a movement not based on a few privileged individuals but 
one based on the popular masses. Later the great leader President KIM IL SUNG 
formed the Anti-Imperialist Youth League and Young Communist League of Korea. 
The great leader President KIM IL SUNG outlined the Juche-orientated path of the 
Korean revolution at the historic Kalun meeting held from the end of June 1930 to 
the beginning of July 1930. At the meeting he also put forward the Songun based 
line of revolution. Looking the experience of the Korean revolution the great leader 
President KIM IL SUNG pointed out: 


‘Experience shows that in order to lead the revolution to victory, one must go among 
the masses of people and organize them, and solve all problems arising in the 
course of the revolution independently on one’s own responsibility in accord with the 
actual conditions, instead of relying on others. 

Drawing on this lesson we regard it as most important to take the firm standpoint 
that the masters of the Korean revolution are the Korean people and that the Korean 
revolution should by all means be carried out by the Korean people themselves in a 
way suited to the actual conditions of their country. 

Thus the Juche-orientated line of the Korean revolution was set forth . Keenly 
realizing that independence cannot be achieved by peaceful means or handed to the 
Korean people by a big power he said "In order to guarantee success in the Korean 
revolution, we must, first of all, organize and wage an armed struggle against the 
Japanese imperialists. 


As the historical experience and lessons of the anti-Japanese struggle show, no one 
can bring us independence on a tray; we can never vanquish the Japanese 
imperialists and win national independence by peaceful means. 

Moreover, the present situation urgently demands that we wage an organized 
armed struggle against the Japanese imperialists. Since the Japanese imperialists 
are intensifying their suppression without precedent and we are dealing with an 
enemy armed to the teeth, we must gradually build up the violent mass struggle into 
an organized armed struggle’ 


This was indeed the essence of the Songun-based revolutionary line. 


In July 1930 the Korean Revolutionary Army was founded. The great leader 
President KIM IL SUNG pursued a truly unique Songun based line of guerrilla 
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warfare in which the armed forces were founded before the Party. 


After the Kalun meeting President KIM IL SUNG reiterated at the Mingyuegou 
Meeting in December Juche 20 (1931) that the armed struggle was the basic line 
of the anti-Japanese national liberation struggle of Korea and clarified strategic 
and tactical problems immediately arising in organizing and developing the anti- 
Japanese armed struggle such as the type of the armed struggle, organization of a 
standing revolutionary armed force and establishment of a guerrilla base asa 
stronghold of political and military activity. President KIM IL SUNG in his speech 
underscored the need for self-reliance saying that: 


‘we fight the armed struggle with no state backing and no aid from outside’ 


Thanks to KIM IL SUNG'S idea and line of achieving liberation and independence 
of the nation on the strength of arms, the anti-Japanese national liberation 
struggle of Korea could take the correct path and advance toward victory with full 
confidence. 


President KIM IL SUNG wisely led the struggle for implementing the unique idea 
and line of realizing the cause of national liberation on the strength of arms. 
Then President KIM IL SUNG founded the Anti-Japanese People’s Guerrilla Army 
on August 25, 1932. It was the birth of a new-type revolutionary armed force for 
national liberation and a historic event that provided the military guarantee for 
realising victory of the revolutionary cause of Juche by dint of arms. It heralded 
the start of the great anti-Japanese revolutionary war. 


The KPRA fought the revolutionary spirit of self-reliance and the Juche Idea. 
They seized weapons from the Japanese aggressors or manufactured their own . 
Some hoped that the Soviet Union, the first socialist state, would supply them 
with a hand-grenade factory but this never materialised so they made their own 
hand-grenades the 'Yongil bomb'(of course today the DPRK has its own nuclear 
'Yongil bomb’). 


In March 1934 the Anti Japanese People's Guerrilla Army became the Korean 
People's Revolutionary Army. Under the command of the great leader President 
KIM IL SUNG, an ever victorious iron-willed brilliant commander, the stout 
hearted and heroic guerrilla revolutionary fighters of the KPRA fought many 
battles against the Japane imperialist agressors such the battle of Pochonbo and 
the battle of Musan to name just a few. The battle of Pochonbo on the 4 June 
1937 was most significant as it symbolised the KPRA's advance into the Korean 
homeland. One third world revolutionary figure on visiting the monument to the 
Pochonbo battle said "the beacon fire of Pochonbo marked a great event which 
gave confidence in struggle not only to the Korean people under the colonial rule 
of Japanese imperialism but also the world's revolutionary people groaning in 
those days under the heels of imperialist aggressors- fascist Germany, Italy, 
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Japanese imperialism, and American and British imperialism" 


President KIM IL SUNG also applied the Juche idea to the question of the united 
front and popular front and founded the Association for the Restoration of the 
Fatherland, a Juche-orientated united national front in May 1936. 


President KIM IL SUNG adopted adroit guerilla tactics. The KPRA under his 
leadership showed great tactical flexibility for example switching to small unit 
activities in 1940 in order to preserve and accumulate the revolutionary forces. 


The hard and arduous revolutionary armed struggle led by the great leader 
President KIM IL SUNG paid off in the end on the 9th of August 1945 general KIM 
IL SUNG gave the order for the final offensive against the Japanese marauders. 


The KPRA together with Soviet army units surged into Korea , the KPRA often 
taking the lead in the more difficult battles. On August 15 1945 Korea was 
liberated at last from Japanese imperialist rule. 36 years of dark oppressive rule 
by the fascist Japanese and their decadent Samurai culture came to an end ina 
day . This was the feat of the great leader President KIM IL SUNG, an ever 
victorious iron-willed brilliant commander and gifted military strategist. 


Today, Juche Korea shines very brightly with true independence thanks to the 
Juche Idea and Songun idea .On August 15 the chains of Japanese imperialism 
were finally severed and the Korean people gained a new life of independence 
thanks to the great leader president KIM IL SUNG.

The lie machine is well financed by the government budget and it is so pitiful

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It would be impossible to overestimate the influence of the mass media on shaping 
the views, assessments and behavior of the society. First, they are the most 
important instrument for informing all people. They should do it honestly and as 
fully as possible. Does Western media fulfill these tasks? Very often, random and 
incomplete information is created as the main one if it meets the main thesis 
about the bad face of the DPRK country and its alleged regime. This ‘information’ 
and news about DPRK, are very often lies, are created as a 'truth' and duplicated 
by all mass media with emphasis as the 'only recognized truth’. 


Secondly, they should be a platform for multi-voice civil dialogue on a country's 
affairs, but also an effective means of social control to enable citizens to influence 
the course of social affairs.

So next time when see hostile news about DPRK from western media pay 
attention to classified these spread news as a product of propaganda created to 
promote a bad image and disseminate hostile and false information, news. 


To see the true and reality follow to Korean Central Agency News media and KFA 
pages.

Some complete idiots who are billed as ‘north Korea experts’ by certain websites 
and the mainstream media are chattering about the ‘revival of communism' in 
People’s Korea. Now before we go anything further it is vital to clarify what is 
actually meant by communism as in popular usage it means parties and 
movements that use the title communist and the policies of such parties. However 
it can more accurately and specifically be defined as the higher stage of 
communism, the lower stage being socialism. Whilst the mainstream media like to 
refer to 'communist countries' and communism etc, in fact there are no actual 
communist countries, only socialist countries. Socialism means a society where 
the means of production, distribution and exchange are socially/collectively owned 
and members of society contribute according to their abilities and receive 
according to the work they produce. Under the high stage of communism, the 
productive forces are highly developed and produce an abundance of goods so 
everyone contributes according to ability and receives according to need. A 
country has to build socialism before it can go over to communism. 


Now according to the phone 'experts' and bourgeois academic hacks the DPRK 
'deleted' all reference to communism some time but suddenly it has been revived 
as Marshal KIM JONG UN addressing the 6th Conference of Cell Secretaries of the 
Workers Party of Korea on the 9th of April said: 


‘Our Party never expects that there will be any fortuitous opportunity for us in 
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paving the road for our people and in realizing their great aim 
and ideals to build socialism and communism' 


Of course if these people had been as clever as they think themselves they would 
have noticed that on the 10th of July 2018 respected Marshal KIM JONG UN 
referred to ‘fairyland of communism’. 


According to the logic of the falsifiers, the fake ‘north Korea experts' the DPRK 
abandoned the idea of communism simply because the term did not appear in 
revised editions of the DPRK ‘Socialist Constitution’. However this shows a lack of 
understanding. In the DPRK the Constitution is not simply a list of laws, 
regulations and rules but a programmatic document. With the frustration of 
socialism in many countries resulting in the disappearance of the world socialist 
camp and also some other countries opting for 'reform' and ‘opening up’ plus the 
sanctions and blockades against the DPRK it was more important to safeguard 
socialism and build a thriving socialist country so communism was not seen as an 
immediate goal. This got distorted by anti-DPRK cynics and urban legend 'north 
Korea abandoned communism’ was created and also became a favorite trope of 
ultra leftists and dogmatists to bash the DPRK with and make excuses for not 
supporting it. 


In fact it was not the case that the DPRK 'abandoned communism’. The DPRK 
continued to produce the works of President KIM IL SUNG and Chairman KIM 
JONG IL which contained references to communism and these works were studied 
widely in the DPRK and used as educational material. So all reference to 
communism was not deleted in the DPRK. Moreover the DPRK has actually 
implemented some communist policies such as free housing. 


Guided by the Juche idea People’s Korea will advance towards the glowing 
communist future under the leadership of respected Marshal KIM JONG UN !

Orientalism And The DPRK (North Korea)

Every time that there is an authoritarian measure brought in by the state some 
people will shout the trope "it is just like North Korea!". The latest example of this 
was the derision poured upon the "One Britain, One Country" song which was 
introduced into the British primary school system by the UK Education Secretary 
Gavin Williamson. The "One Britain, One Country" song was denounced as being 
akin to a North Korean anthem. A Left-Wing Group on its Facebook Page had a 
video mocking this song using DPRK imagery. Another instance of this orientalist 
approach towards Korean issues was "The Lazarus Heist" produced and broadcast 
by the BBC World Service. "The Lazarus Heist" alleged all sorts of fantastic tales 
about North Korea and computer hacking, with many inconsistencies. This BBC 
radio programme with its strange and sinister-sounding background music and 
over the top narrative was so reminiscent of the Fu Manchu stories with all its 
nasty "yellow peril" stereotypes. 


In his 1978 book "Orientalism" Edward Said described orientalism as the West's 
contemptuous depiction and portrayal of "The East". We have orientalism in 
abundance in regard to the DPRK being characterized as "a closed country", "the 
Hermit Kingdom", "Starving North Korea" and "the World's Worst Dictatorship". 
Through ignorance and prejudice, many people (and some on the Left who should 
know better?) do not understand or appreciate Korean history and the background 
to events in Korea or worse still, are not aware of the true nature of the political 
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and social system of the DPRK. Ultimately, this kind of Euro-centrism, chauvinism 
and bigotry is the recruiting sergeant for a possible war on the Korean peninsula 
by the imperialists. A lack of knowledge of the DPRK plays into the hands of the 
warmongers. 


The Korean Friendship Association, all friends of Korea and Progressive forces 
have a duty to combat the torrent of lies and misconceptions told about the DPRK. 
Through the active exchange of information and culture about the Democratic 
Peoples Republic of Korea among the public in the UK and other Western 
countries, can we begin to dismantle the curtain of orientalism surrounding 
People's Korea and fight for solidarity with the Korean people.

A myth about Juche Korea refuted 


During our successful UK KFA DPRK Poster exhibition in June 2018 one hostile 
person came into the exhibition and made some awful anti-DPRK comments. It 
would take a whole book to list the diatribe in its entirety and refute it (the usual 
old stuff about starvation and 'gulags ' etc) but one old chestnut surfaced, which 
is a one that some on the Left and some friends of the DPRK, that the DPRK came 
-about because 'The Russians put Kim Il Sung in power’. 
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This is a slander and far from the truth. In any case the Russian Federation did 
not exist in 1945 but the Soviet Union, a multi-national, multi ethnic state. It is of 
course true that the Soviet army played a role in liberating Korea side by side with 
the Korean People's Revolutionary Army(KPRA) led by the great leader comrade 
Kim Il Sung. 


In fact the Soviet Union had a neutrality pact with Japan and had only declared 
war on Japan on the 9th of August 1945 whereas the anti-Japanese armed 
struggle had been going for more than a decade. 


Comrade Kim Il Sung did not need anyone else or another country to 'put him in 
power’. He was the undisputed leader of the Korean people who had fought the 
Japanese aggressors for 20 years. 


At the age of 14 comrade Kim I] Sung had formed the Down With Imperialism 
Union in 1926, then the Korean Revolutionary Army in July 1930 and the Anti- 
Japanese People's Guerrilla Army in 1932 (which became the Korean People's 
Revolutionary Army in 1934). 


The KPRA fought the revolutionary spirit of self-reliance and the Juche Idea. 
They seized weapons from the Japanese aggressors or manufactured their own. 
Some earnestly sought the help of the Soviet Union, the first socialist state, asking 
the Soviets to supply them with a hand-grenade factory but this never 
materialised so they made their own hand-grenades the 'Yongil bomb’. 


The KPRA fought many battles against the Japanese imperialist aggressors such 
the battle of Pochonbo and the battle of Musan to name just a few. 


In August 1945 the KPRA went into action for the final offensive to liberate Korea 
and at the same time people's armed units in Korea staged armed uprisings. Korea 
was finally liberated from Japan. 


Comrade Kim Il Sung built a new Korea, Juche Korea which was not a copy of 
the Soviet Union or the US but a state representing the interests of the Korean 
people. The socialism built in Korea was not a copy of the USSR or China or 
anywhere else, but Korean style, Juche-based socialism. In fact the big power 
chauvinists of the USSR actually tried to get pro-Soviet factionalists in the DPRK 
to stage a coup to remove comrade Kim Il Sung from power. 

So once again another myth smashed.

The Daily Mail daydreams 


The other day, the Daily Mail (aka Daily Hate Mail or Daily Wail or Daily Seig 
Heil), a newspaper that supported fascism in 1930s, carried an article by one Ian © 
Birrell predicting the collapse of the Democratic People’s Republic, claiming that

75 - years ago on the 30th of July 1946 People’s Korea under the leadership of 
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President KIM IL SUNG took a momentous revolutionary decision by proclaiming 
the Law on Sexual Equality in Korea. Of course it was one of the many measures 
that were taken during the period of the anti-imperialist, anti-feudal democratic 
revolution such as the Agrarian Reform of March 1946. 


The Law on Sexual Equality in Korea finally liberated the women of the northern 
half of Korea ( which was to become the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea in 
1948 ) from the shackles of oppression which had existed for centuries and had 
become worse under Japanese imperialist colonial rule. 


Under feudalism Korean women were extremely oppressed and downtrodden . 
They are not allowed to leave the home usually. I remember reading in a biography 
of the immortal anti-Japanese revolutionary fighter Madame KIM JONG 
SUK about how some women in Korea when it was under feudalism and 
Japanese colonial rule did not even have their own names but were just called: 
‘Mother of ...' Japanese colonial rule in Korea which began in 1910 made things 
even worse for Korean women. Not only did Korean women have to face the 
oppression of Japanese colonial rule and the oppression of feudal society but also 
the Japanese imperialists subjected over 200,000 Korean women to sexual slavery 
an unspeakable which degraded them and subjected them to a fate worse than 
death. Under Japanese imperialist rule in Korea, women were truly doubly and 
triply oppressed and exploited. 


During the years of the great anti-Japanese armed struggle, President KIM IL 
SUNG put the question of liberating women from oppression on the agenda . In 
THE TEN-POINT PROGRAMME OF THE ASSOCIATION FOR THE RESTORATION OF 
THE FATHERLAND published on the 5th of May 1936 point 7 stated: 


To abolish the caste system which divides 
the ryangban (nobles) and the common people, and other inequalities; 
to ensure equality based on humanity irrespective of sex, 
nationality or religion; 
to improve the social position of women and respect their personalities’ 


In the exciting period after liberation in 1945 President KIM IL SUNG put into 
effect the ideas of THE TEN-POINT PROGRAMME OF THE ASSOCIATION FOR THE 
RESTORATION OF THE FATHERLAND . 


The Law on Sexual Equality in Korea was one such measure which smashed 
imperialism and feudalism. At a stroke women became legally equal with men and 
got the right to vote. They also got equal pay for equal work, several decades before 
their counterparts in the capitalist countries. 


The Law on Sexual Equality was not just a piece of legislation without real 
meaning, it was backed in practice by measures such as free childcare, free 
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education and other measures. It was also buttressed later by the Socialist 
Constitution of the DPRK and other legislation, 


Women in the DPRK became truly equal with men. They became teachers and 
doctors, they became deputies to the Supreme People’s Assembly and local 
People’s Assemblies . They became merited sportspeople , merited artistes and 
merited actors. In Korea before liberation this would have been impossible ,in fact 
unthinkable. 


Some trendy liberals like to try to criticise Peoples ’ Korea over the women’s issue 
and try to fault find and carp. However it is a fact that firstly, People’s Korea 
enacted the Law on Sexual Equality decades before many Western countries, 
secondly it was an earth shaking revolutionary advance compared to what had 
existed before. Moreover women in People’s Korea are free from the ‘sex industry’ 
,that exists in Western capitalist countries and some Asian countries, which 
degrades women and turns them into objects and playthings. 


Today the women of People’s Korea will proudly celebrate 75 years of true 
equality under the Juche-based, people -centred socialist system.

The Fatherland Liberation War ended in victory due to the Juche orientated military 
tactics, Juche-orientated military thought and Songun revolutionary leadership of 
the great leader supreme commander generalissimo KIM IL SUNG and the sublime 

heroism of the KPA. The myth of US invincibility was smashed to smithereens in the 

Fatherland Liberation War. 

The victory in the Fatherland Liberation War inspired national liberation and 
revolutionary movements all over the world to struggle against the colonial system of 
the US-led imperialists bringing about an era of decline for 
US imperialism, an era of anti - imperialism. US imperialism's defeat in Korea 
preceded its defeat in Vietnam and elsewhere. The Korean people's victory in the 
Fatherland liberation war was a great contribution to the world revolutionary 
movement as it showed that US imperialism 
could be stopped in its tracks and beaten' 


The Chairman of Staffordshire KFA UK branch and secretary general of the

Report on Enlarged Meeting of 2nd Political Bureau 
of 8th Central Committee, 
Workers’ Party of Korea 
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The current situation in which a fierce campaign is being conducted under the 
fighting programme set forth at the historic 8th Congress of the Workers’ Party of 
Korea (WPK) to win a fresh victory in socialist construction despite all the manifold 
challenges calls for revolutionizing cadres, the backbone of the country, and 
building up their ranks into an elite force by more clearly preserving the militant 
nature of our Party advancing in struggle. 


The Political Bureau of the Party Central Committee convened an enlarged 
meeting at the office building of the Party Central Committee on June 29 to 
roundly deal with some leading officials' dereliction of duty in implementing the 
major policy tasks of the Party and the state, and to provide a fresh turning point 
in the personnel administration within the Party. 


Kim Jong Un, general secretary of the WPK, guided the meeting. 

Attending the meeting were members of the Presidium of the Political Bureau of 
the Party Central Committee, members and alternate members of the Political 
Bureau of the Party Central Committee, officials of the Party Central Committee, 
senior Party and administrative officials of ministries and national institutions, 
chief secretaries of the provincial Party committees, chairpersons of the provincial 
people's committees, chief secretaries of the city and county Party committees and 
industrial complexes and relevant officials of the armed forces organs and the 
state emergency anti-epidemic sector. 
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Prior to the discussion of agenda items, the respected General Secretary referred 
to the purpose of convening the enlarged meeting of the Political Bureau just after 
the plenary meeting of the Party Central Committee. 


He mentioned that senior officials in charge of important state affairs neglected 
the implementation of the important decisions of the Party on taking 
organizational, institutional, material, scientific and technological measures as 
required by the prolonged state emergency epidemic prevention campaign 
associated with the worldwide health crisis, and thus caused a crucial case of 
creating a great crisis in ensuring the security of the state and safety of the people 
and entailed grave consequences. 


He analyzed in the strong terms that a major factor braking and hindering the 
implementation of the important tasks discussed and decided at the Party 
congress and plenary meetings of the Party is the lack of ability and 
irresponsibility of cadres, and called for conducting a more fierce Party-wide 
campaign against ideological faults and all sorts of negative elements being 
exposed among the cadres. 


He presented agenda items to be discussed at the current meeting, saying that 
the real aim of the meeting is to disclose all the main obstacles and stumbling 
blocks in the way of the advance of our Party and the revolution, issue an alarm 
warning to the real state of the ranks of cadres and open up a prelude to an 
intensive and continued Party-wide struggle. 


The Political Bureau of the Party Central Committee unanimously approved the 
presented agenda items. 


The enlarged meeting of the Political Bureau discussed as a major agenda item 
the issue of drawing a serious lesson from deeds detrimental to the Party revealed 
among leading officials of the Party and the state in implementing the decisions of 
the Party. 


A data report was made at the meeting. 

The report informed in detail about the dereliction of duty by some leading cadres 
who defaulted on carrying out the Party decisions and priority state tasks, 
betraying the great trust and expectation of all the Party members and people and 
falling short of bearing noble responsibilities and missions before the Party and 
the revolution. 


And it sharply analyzed the gravity of their faults of not making strenuous efforts 
for the implementation of the decisions and instructions of the Party Central 
Committee, which are organizational intentions of the whole Party and its supreme 
orders, that require maximum circumspection, and of hampering the 
materialization of the Party's strategic plan, being seized with self-protectionism 
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and passiveness and of bringing negative influence to stabilizing the people's living 
and the overall economic construction. 


At the meeting sharp criticism was made of the cadres who revealed ignorance, 
disability and irresponsibility in implementing the major tasks discussed and 
decided at the plenary meetings of the Party Central Committee. 


Members of the Party central leadership organ who made speeches analyzed and 
criticized with a keen political eye and on the Party principle the ideological root 
that caused poisonous aftermaths in realizing the plan and leadership of the Party 
Central Committee manifested by the senior cadres though they are obliged to 
unconditionally, thoroughly and devotedly implement the decisions made at the 
two Party plenary meetings which hold a key significance in firmly defending the 
authority of the historic congress of our Party and opening a sure prospect for 
carrying out the five-year plan. 


They unanimously and severely pointed out that the senior cadres holding major 
posts of the Party and the state with the political trust and expectation from the 
Party Central Committee caused grave obstructions to the sustained consolidation 
of the state emergency epidemic prevention system on which hinges the security 
and future of the country and the people at present, and to the economic work of 
the country and stability of the people's living. 


They hit out at the said cadres, branding their incapable and irresponsible work 
attitude of approaching the implementation of the state policies decided and 
issued by the Party plenary meeting in a distorted manner, as extreme negligence 
and deliberate idleness stemming from the lack of awareness and determination to 
throw themselves into resolving the afflictions of the Party and the state, not just 
simple business faults. 


Learning a severe lesson that the self-protectionism, passiveness, subjectivity 
and arbitrariness of the officials are the main stumbling blocks hindering our 
advance and harming the interests of the Party and people, the participants in the 
meeting keenly felt once again the necessity to further strengthen the self- 
improvement and self-cultivation in the Party's spirit irrespective of positions. 


At the meeting the data was informed about some officials in Pyongyang and 
other parts of the country who showed non-committal attitude and viewpoint on 
the Party's decisions and did not conduct the work assigned to them in a 
revolutionary way, being obsessed with defeatism. And a decision was approved on 
thoroughly examining and inspecting them in a Party and legal way and on taking 
relevant measures. 


The respected General Secretary made an important conclusion. 
Saying that the importance of the responsibility and role of senior officials 
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including members of the Party central leadership organ and officials of units at 
all levels has become further salient after the 8th Congress of the Party, he 
referred to the necessity to put primary efforts into the work of building up the 
ranks of cadres into an elite force as the revolution advances and the situation 
gets grave, and to the major orientation of improving the cadres policy of our 
Party. 


He expressed the opinion of the Party Central Committee concerning the 
seriousness of the acts alien to the Party revealed by the senior officials of the 
Party and the state. 


He seriously pointed out that chronic irresponsibility and incompetence of cadres 
at present bring artificial difficulties to the implementation of the Party's policies 
and become a major brake doing tremendous harm to the development of the 
revolutionary work, stressing the need for the cadres to make increasingly exact 
demands on themselves and fulfill their responsibility and duty with high sense of 
extreme responsibility and practical ability. 


He severely criticized the attitude of working like a flash in the pan, empiricism 
and old way of thinking generally revealed among cadres. 


He said that if cadres do not make constant efforts to improve their political and 
practical qualifications and possess the revolutionary method and trait of work 
and if the Party organizations fail to strengthen the organizational control and 
education of cadres, it will result in weakening the traction power in implementing 
the decisions of the Party, let alone the correct implementation of the major policy 
tasks of the Party. 


He said that benevolent politics and embracing policy our Party has held fast to 
since its foundation are not for cadres but for the ordinary working masses. He 
expressed the will to wage an offensive, ceaseless and strong struggle to rid the 
cadres of non-revolutionary fighting attitude, viewpoint and deeds, making it clear 
that the Party never reserves any right to cover those cadres who just pretend to 
work being only keen on maintaining their positions, not being sincerely solicitous 
for the country and the people. 


He stressed the necessity to study and examine the Party's cadre policy again 
and also important problems based on the spirit of the current enlarged meeting of 
the Political Bureau. 


Saying that now is the time to bring about a revolution in personnel 
administration before solving the acute economic problems, he noted that the 
revolution in cadre management which has always been regarded as of priority 
importance by our Party in the whole course of its development, is an important 
Party-wide task that has to be further intensified and strengthened on a priority 
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basis to suit the current situation of our revolution. 


He stressed the need to bring the system and method of personnel affairs in step 
with the needs of the developing reality, and called upon the cadres to 
continuously improve and temper themselves in a revolutionary way. 


Saying that what is especially important is that cadres heighten their political 
awareness purposefully and consciously, he noted that if someone is a cadre, he 
or she has to be well aware of the Party's line and policy, correctly see through the 
situation and pending problems from the viewpoint of Party and the state and 
adopt the standpoint and work attitude of doing his or her part and striving for its 
implementation. 


Noting that in order to raise the political awareness of the cadres it is necessary 
to strengthen refinement and tempering through Party life, he said that they have 
to honestly take part in the Party's organizational and ideological life, and improve 
and temper themselves in a revolutionary way, not just because they are 
monitored and asked to do by others, but for the Party and the revolution, for the 
high militant efficiency of their Party organizations and for their own political 
integrity. 


Saying that Party's decisions are the organizational intentions and fighting 
programmes which illuminate the orientation of the advance of our revolution and 
that their implementation is weighed on cadres' shoulders, he called upon them to 
embody the revolutionary traits of thoroughly implementing the Party's decisions 
without fail. 


Noting that what's taken note of by our Party in bringing about a revolution in 
the personnel affairs is the work style and moral traits, he said that all the cadres 
have to always bear in mind that our Party's prestige and image are mirrored in 
their work style and moral traits. 


He put special stress on building up the ranks of cadres into an elite force with 
those who are fully prepared in terms of loyalty, revolutionary spirit, popular spirit 
and competency at the Party organizations at all levels. 


The meeting then dealt with an organizational issue. 


It recalled and by-elected a member of the Presidium of the Political Bureau, 
members and alternate members of the Political Bureau of the Party Central 
Committee, recalled and elected a secretary of the Party Central Committee and 
transferred and appointed the cadres of the state organs. 


The enlarged meeting of the 2nd Political Bureau of the 8th WPK Central 
Committee has become a significant occasion which demonstrated the invincible 
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leadership ability and revolutionary discipline of our Party which is confidently 
opening up the period of a new upsurge of the revolution with greater fighting 
capacity and strenuous efforts despite manifold difficulties in the way of vigorous 
advance.

15th Plenary Meeting of 14th Standing Committee 
of Supreme People's Assembly of DPRK Held 


The 15th Plenary Meeting of the 14th Standing Committee of the Supreme 
People's Assembly (SPA) of the Democratic People's Republic of Korea (DPRK) was 
held at the Mansudae Assembly Hall on July 1. 


Choe Ryong Hae, member of the Presidium of the Political Bureau of the Central 
Committee of the Workers' Party of Korea, first vice-president of the State Affairs 
Commission of the DPRK, and chairman of the SPA Standing Committee, presided 
over the plenary meeting. 


Present there were Vice-Chairman of the SPA Standing Committee Pak Yong Il, 
its Secretary General Ko Kil Son and its members. 


Present there as observers were officials concerned of the SPA Standing 


Committee, the Secretariat of the Cabinet, ministries, national institutions, 
judicial and procuratorial organs and public security organs. 
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Placed on the agenda were the issue of the adoption of the Law of the DPRK on 
Metal Industry, the Law of the DPRK on Chemical Industry, the Law of the DPRK 
on Machine Industry and the Law of the DPRK on the Prevention of Drug-related 
Crimes and the issue of modification and supplementation of the Law of the DPRK 
on Insam. 


There was a report on the examination of the first four laws at the SPA 
Legislation Committee, and on the main contents of the draft modification and 
supplementation of the last law. 


Stipulated in the law on metal industry, the law on chemical industry, the law on 
machine industry, etc. were paragraphs on laying a solid production foundations 
by concentrating investments in key industrial sectors of the country, on 
thoroughly carrying out the economic development strategy and economic policy of 
the state by setting up the system and order concerning the production, supply 
and sale of metal, chemical and machine products, and provision of conditions, 
and on preventing violations of laws detrimental to the stability of the state and 
social system and the lives and health of the people. Also detailed there were the 
principled issues arising in enforcing the relevant laws. 


The law on insam has been subdivided to include specifics concerning the insam 
production, procurement, processing, sale, export, etc., and modified and 
supplemented with paragraphs saying that criminal charges will be imposed 
depending on the severity of the violation of the law. 


Based on the study and discussion of the presented agenda items, decrees of the 
SPA Standing Committee "On adoption of the Law of the DPRK on Metal Industry", 
"On adoption of the Law of the DPRK on Chemical industry", "On adoption of the 
Law of the DPRK on Machine Industry" and "On adoption of the Law of the DPRK 
on the Prevention of Drug-related Crimes" and "On modification and 
supplementation of the Law of the DPRK on Insam" were adopted at the plenary 
meeting with unanimous approval. 


The plenary meeting stressed the need for the SPA Standing Committee, the 
Cabinet and the relevant institutions to conduct education on law observation 
with various forms and methods, work out and issue the rules and bylaws for the 
enforcement of the laws as required by the law on the enactment of laws and to 
intensify the surveillance of the law abidance and legal struggle so as to legally 
guarantee the general all-people march for the implementation of tasks set forth at 
the Party Congress and the plenary meetings of the Party Central Committee.

The founding of the immortal Juche idea was a historic event of great 
significance in the Korean people's struggle for independence. 


The Juche idea was founded by President Kim Il Sung in Juche 19 (1930) when 
he was in his teens. 


After occupying Korea, the Japanese imperialists had suppressed anti-Japanese 
struggles, arresting, imprisoning and killing patriots at random to stamp down on 
the Korean people's hope for national independence. At that time the Korean 
people's resistance and mass struggle grew stronger, but they came to failure as 
they were not guided under the proper line. 


From the first days of his revolutionary struggle, the President keenly realized the 
necessity for a new guiding idea to save the destiny of the nation and lead the 
national liberation struggle to victory, and groped for a new path. 


On this basis, he held a meeting of leading personnel of the Young Communist 
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League and the Anti-Imperialist Youth League in Kalun from June 30 to July 2, 
1930 and made a historic report "The Path of the Korean Revolution" at the 
meeting. In the report, he clarified the steadfast stand that the Korean people are 
responsible for the Korean revolution and the Korean revolution should be carried 
out by themselves in keeping with the specific conditions of their country. 

His report was a great declaration on the founding of the Juche idea that the 
popular masses are masters of the revolution and construction and they are also 
the motive force of the revolution and construction. 

On the basis of the revolutionary principles of the Juche idea, the President 
defined in a scientific way the character, basic tasks, motive power and target of 
struggle of the Korean revolution and set forth the Juche-oriented line and 
strategic and tactical policies. 


There is the historical speech: 


Report to the Meeting of Leading Personnel 
of the Young Communist League 
and the Anti - Imperialist Youth League 
Held at Kalun June 30, 1930 


Comrades, 

We young communists are now faced with the important task of leading the Korean 

revolution along the right path to meet the prevailing situation. 

The current internal and external situation is very complicated and tense. 
Fearing the growing might of the Soviet Union and the ever-increasing revolutionary 
struggle of the oppressed peoples, the imperialists are frantically manoeuvring to 
stamp it out. Moreover, finding themselves in the vortex of a worldwide crisis, they 
are faced with severe political and economic difficulties, and in order to overcome 
them they are strengthening their aggressive and predatory policy with regard to 
other countries. 

The Japanese imperialists caught up in the worldwide economic crisis at present are 
trying to find a way out by accelerating war preparations to invade the Asian 
Continent and, at the same time, by further intensifying the colonial repression and 
plunder of Korea. 

In order to quench the Korean people’s anti-Japanese spirit and crush their desire 
for independence once and for all, the Japanese imperialists are covering the whole 
of Korea with military, gendarme, police, intelligence networks, and are enacting 
various evil laws to arrest, imprison and slaughter Koreans at will. Our fellow 
countrymen thrown behind prison bars by the Japanese imperialists number tens of 
thousands. 

More than ever before the Japanese imperialist marauders are intensifying economic 
plunder as well as political repression in Korea. 

By seizing Korea’s key industries, the Japanese imperialists are putting a brake on 
the development of the national industry and are robbing our rich resources 
including gold, silver, coal and iron ore without restraint. In particular, these 
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aggressors are making desperate efforts to ruthlessly exploit the cheap labour in 

Korea. As a consequence, the Korean workers are leading a wretched life as wage 

slaves, as colonial slaves. 

The Japanese imperialists are exploiting the countryside even more ruthlessly while 
maintaining the feudal landownership in Korea. They not only seized vast tracts of 
land by force, but shipped off as much as seven million sok of rice last year alone, 

while pursuing a coercive, predatory policy to obtain grain in the name of the 
“increased rice production plan”. Owing to the cruel expropriation of the Japanese 
imperialists and feudal landlords, our peasants are barely subsisting on grassroots 
and tree-bark. 

The Korean nation ts facing a question of life or death today—it either perishes for 
ever under the colonial yoke of the Japanese imperialists or rises up in a fight to 
survive. If it merely laments over its ruined land and tolerates the unheard-of 
Japanese tyranny, our nation will fall never to rise again, but if the whole nation 
rises up and fights defying death, it will greet the dawn of liberation. 

The Korean people who are at a dead end because of the harsh colonial rule of the 
Japanese imperialists, are now waging a vigorous mass struggle against them 
across the country. 

Following the general strike of dockers in Wonsan last year, the workers of the 
Pusan Textile Mill went on strike this year, and there were solid May Day strikes by 
workers in Seoul, Pyongyang, Taegu, Inchon, Hungnam, Chongjin and all other 
parts of the country. More recently the workers of the Sinhung Coal Mine came out 
on Strike in force. 

Together with the struggle of the workers, the struggle of the peasants is growing in 
intensity. Last year alone there were scores of tenant disputes and the peasants 
fought against 
the Japanese imperialists and pro-Japanese landlords in various places. 
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The students in Kwangju and youth and students throughout the country are also 
fighting resolutely against the Japanese imperialists’ policy of colonial slave 
education, their policy of obliterating national culture and their policy of obscuration 
and assimilation. 

As mentioned above, the mass struggles of workers, peasants and youth and 
students against the Japanese imperialists and their lackeys take the form of 
uprisings everywhere. But they meet one setback after another in the face of the 
brutal armed repression of the Japanese imperialists, due to the lack of leadership 
based on the correct line and policy. 

After the Korean Communist Party was dissolved in 1928, most of the 
factionalists—the self-styled “leaders” of the Korean revolution—gave up the 
revolutionary movement and turned philistines for their own comfort. On the other 
hand, some factionalists prompted by political ambitions and a desire for higher 
positions drove the people into a reckless uprising only to shed blood in vain. A 
typical example is the recent May 30 Uprising in east Manchuria. Without correctly 
analysing and assessing the revolutionary situation, the factionalists forced the 
peasants to join the reckless uprising. And so the barehanded rebels were brutally 
mown down by the bayonets of the Japanese imperialist army and police and the 
reactionary warlords, with the result that the revolutionary forces suffered 
tremendous losses and the revolution faced overwhelming difficulties. The uprising 
exposed and destroyed many revolutionary organizations, the revolutionary spirit of 
the anti-Japanese masses was lowered, and we had to experience bitter trials in 
our revolutionary struggle. 

All this was due to the lack of correct leadership in our revolution. 
Comrades: 

The situation thus created urgently demands that our revolution be led along the 
road to victory on the basis of a correct revolutionary line, strategy and tactics. 
We are young communists who have set out on the road of sacred struggle with a 
single purpose in mind to save the country and people, so we should solve this 
pressing demand of the times. 

In order to lead the Korean revolution to certain victory, we must learn serious 
lessons from the stern reality that our people’s mass struggle against the Japanese 
fails time after time and our revolution undergoes ordeals. 

Those who professed themselves to “guide” our people’s anti-Japanese national- 
liberation movement were divorced from the masses; they gathered together a few 
high-ranking officials solely to indulge in empty talk and quarrel, instead of 
mobilizing the masses of people for the revolutionary movement. 

It is true that large numbers of people have taken part so far in various anti- 
Japanese movements. But they were scattered and unorganized. 

The masters of the revolutionary struggle are the masses of people, and only when 
they are organized and mobilized can they win the revolutionary struggle. Therefore, 
the leaders of the movement must go among the masses and awaken them so that 
they themselves wage the revolutionary struggle as masters. But the self-styled 
leaders of the communist movement merely indulged in a war of words harmful to 
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the revolution, and gave no thought to awakening the masses and mobilizing them 
for the revolutionary struggle. Without organizing the masses for revolutionary 
struggle, is it possible to achieve the sacred cause of liberating the country from the 
vicious Japanese imperialist colonial yoke? 

The so-called “leaders” of our people’s anti-Japanese national-liberation movement 
not only failed to mobilize the masses for revolutionary struggle but, being infected 
with flunkeyism towards great powers, brought serious harm to our revolution. 
Since our aim is to carry through none other than the Korean revolution, we should 
solve all problems arising in the course of that revolution by our own efforts, 
proceeding from the specific conditions in our country. 

But the factionalists who have infiltrated into the ranks of the communist movement 
are so imbued with flunkeyism that they have solved none of the problems facing 
our revolution but, rather, put obstacles in its way. 


Let us see how the factionalists acted in connection with the problem of party 
building in our country. This problem concerns the correct fulfilment of the Korean 
revolution, so Korean communists have to solve it by themselves to suit their actual 
conditions. We need not get someone else’s approval to our revolutionary movement. 
Whether anyone approves or not, we will succeed if we conduct our revolution 
properly. Nevertheless, the M-L group, the Tuesday group, the North Wind 
Association group and other factions, each insisting that it is the only “orthodox” 
and genuine “Marxist” group, approached the Comintern for approval, instead of 
building up the Party. Thus the Korean Communist Party did not set down roots 
among the masses deeply enough to overcome Japanese imperialist oppression and, 
in the long run, was expelled from the Comintern. 

After the Korean Communist Party was dissolved, the factionalists put up the 
signboard of “Party reconstruction” and were engrossed solely in expanding their 
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own factions and in the scramble for leadership. Then each of them without any 
foundation fabricated the “Party centre” and again tried to get approval from the 
Comintern. This clearly shows how completely saturated the factionalists were with 
flunkeyism. 


The losses flunkeyism inflicted on our revolution were indeed serious. As already 
mentioned above, the May 30 Uprising was merely the brain child of the 
factionalists to satisfy their political ambitions, and from beginning to end took an 
ultra-”Left” direction under the instigation of the “Left” adventurists. This put up big 
obstacles in the path of our revolution. 

Experience shows that in order to lead the revolution to victory, one must go among 
the masses of people and organize them, and solve all problems arising in the 
course of the revolution independently on one’s own responsibility in accord with the 
actual conditions, instead of relying on others. 

Drawing on this lesson we regard it as most important to take the firm standpoint 
that the masters of the Korean revolution are the Korean people and that the Korean 
revolution should by all means be carried out by the Korean people themselves in a 
way suited to the actual conditions of their country. 

Only when we adopt this standpoint towards the revolution can we map out a 
correct line and policy and achieve the sacred cause of national liberation. 

In order to guide the Korean revolution correctly, we must know clearly what the 
character and tasks of the Korean revolution are at present. 

How, then, can we define the character of the Korean revolution at the present 
stage? This question should likewise be solved on the basis of our specific situation. 
Korea today is a colonial semi-feudal society occupied by the Japanese imperialists, 
a society where the normal development of capitalism is retarded and feudal 
relations are predominant. The Korean people are not only subjected to all sorts of 
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national contempt, exploitation and oppression as Japanese colonial slaves but also 
suffer untold hardships in the shackles of feudal relations maintained by the power 
of the Japanese imperialists. 

Unless we overthrow the foreign aggressors, the Japanese imperialists, we can 
neither free our nation from the yoke of colonial slavery nor abolish feudal relations. 
For this reason our people’s first and foremost task is to fight against the Japanese 

imperialists. The problem of launching an anti-Japanese struggle was already 

advanced by us as the immediate task 
when forming the Down-with-Imperialism Union. 
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While combatting the Japanese imperialists, we must struggle to abolish feudal 
relations. Only then can we free the peasants from the chains of feudalism and 
succeed in undermining the foundation of Japanese imperialist colonial rule. 
Our people’s urgent demand is to carry out the tasks of the anti-imperialist 
revolution and of the anti-feudal revolution, the former being to fight against the 
Japanese imperialists and the latter against their accomplices, the feudal landlords. 
These two revolutionary tasks are closely connected with each other. The main task 
of the Korean revolution, therefore, is to overthrow the Japanese imperialists and 
win independence for Korea and, at the same time, to liquidate feudal relations and 
introduce democracy. 
In view of the main task of the Korean revolution, its character at the present stage 
is anti-imperialist, anti-feudal democratic. 
Broad sections of the anti-imperialist forces such as workers, peasants, youth and 
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students, intellectuals, petty bourgeoisie, conscientious non-comprador capitalists 
and religious communities can participate in this revolution. By mobilizing all the 
anti-Japanese patriotic forces, we must strike down the Japanese imperialists and 
their accomplices—landlords, capitalists, pro-Japanese and traitors to the nation— 
and win national liberation and independence. 

After defeating the Japanese imperialists, we must establish a government that will 
protect the interests of the workers, peasants and other broad masses of people. 
Only when we set up a people’s government, can we liquidate completely the 
remnant forces of imperialism and all the other reactionary forces, and successfully 
carry out the tasks of the anti-feudal democratic revolution. 

We must not mark time after carrying out the anti-imperialist, anti-feudal democratic 
revolution, but press on with the revolution to build a socialist and communist 
society and, further, carry through world revolution, too. To complete the Korean 
revolution in a responsible manner is tantamount to being faithful to world revolution 
and to accelerating it. 

In order to guarantee success in the Korean revolution, we must, first of all, organize 
and wage an armed struggle against the Japanese imperialists. 

As the historical experience and lessons of the anti-Japanese struggle show, no one 
can bring us independence on a tray; we can never vanquish the Japanese 
imperialists and win national independence by peaceful means. 

Moreover, the present situation urgently demands that we wage an organized 
armed struggle against the Japanese imperialists. Since the Japanese imperialists 
are intensifying their suppression without precedent and we are dealing with an 
enemy armed to the teeth, we must gradually build up the violent mass struggle into 
an organized armed struggle. 

In colonies an armed struggle against imperialism ts the law of the development of 
the national-liberation movement. Owing to its intrinsic aggressive and predatory 
nature, imperialism will never withdraw from the colonies of its own accord, and will 
always resort to brutal violence to maintain its colonial rule. So the imperialist forces 
of aggression must be smashed by revolutionary armed forces. 

We must overthrow the Japanese imperialist aggressors and achieve national 
liberation and independence by our own efforts. Therefore, we must rapidly build up 
our strength by making good preparations for organizing and waging an anti- 
Japanese armed struggle. 


To prepare ourselves well for an armed struggle, 
we must first organize a Korean Revolutionary Army. 
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We must form the Korean Revolutionary Army, a revolutionary armed organization, 
out of young communists educated and trained in revolutionary organizations 
including the Young Communist League and the Anti-Imperialist Youth League. We 
must thus accumulate the necessary all-round experience for armed struggle. 

In order to make the Korean revolution a success, we must also arouse and unite all 
the anti-Japanese patriotic forces and marshal them for the sacred 
struggle against the Japanese. 

In essence, revolution is a struggle to liberate the masses of people, so it cannot 
triumph without the participation of the broad masses. Moreover, since we intend to 
defeat the Japanese imperialists and free the whole nation by relying on the efforts 

of the Koreans themselves, we must unite as one all the forces 
opposed to the Japanese imperialists. 

That is why we must rally under the anti-Japanese banner all the forces with anti- 
Japanese tendencies, including men of religion and conscientious non-comprador 
capitalists, to say nothing of the workers and peasants. 

Next, in order to guarantee success in the Korean revolution, 
we must step up the work of founding a party. 

For the Korean revolution to be victorious there must be a Marxist-Leninist party, the 
General Staff of the revolution. Only a revolutionary party can formulate a correct 
line, strategy and tactics, mobilize the broad masses for a struggle against the 
Japanese imperialists, and build a socialist and communist society. 

We must derive serious lessons from the dissolution of the Korean Communist Party 
_and make an effort to found a party on a sound basis. To do this, we must not try to 
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proclaim the founding of a party right away without any preparation or to gain the 
approval of the Comintern, as the factionalists did. We cannot by any means build a 
revolutionary party in the way the factionalists do; even if we formed a party it 
could not discharge its mission properly nor could it continue to exist in the face of a 
counter-revolutionary offensive. 

We must not fail to found a new revolutionary party for ourselves. We must make 
ample preparations for the purpose. If thorough preparations are made, the approval 
of the Comintern is a foregone conclusion. 

In going ahead with the formation of a party, we must, for a start, set up basic party 
organizations. This ts of great significance not only in making general preparations 
for party building more substantial, but in striking deep roots among the broad 
masses as soon as the party comes into existence. We must form the party not by 
proclaiming the party center first but by setting up fully prepared basic party 
organizations and steadily expanding them. 

We must closely link preparations for forming a party with the struggle against the 
Japanese imperialists. Only when we combine preparations for party founding with 
revolutionary practice, can we rear fine communists tried and tempered in struggle 
and carry out the Korean revolution successfully. 

Comrades, 

Whether we lead the Korean revolution to victory along the right path or not 
depends on how we implement the revolutionary tasks before us. 

Since we are having to deal with difficult revolutionary tasks never tackled by 
anyone before, we must be ready to encounter numerous obstacles and hardships 
and, whenever they stand in the way, we will have to surmount them for ourselves 
as the masters of the Korean revolution. 

Let us all fight stubbornly to hew the path of the Korean revolution.

In March, the river water is too cold. I thought that something happened when a 
young man suddenly jumped into the river. After a while, when the wet, young man 
ran abstractedly holding a boy in his arms, I could know the whole story’ said old 
witness Kim Hui Ryon. 


Wi Song’s mother Ri Ok Song ran toward the Pyongyang University of Medical 
Sciences Hospital after she received the news about his son. 


'He was fortunate to survive, Wi Song’s mother. If it was even a bit late, we would 

have been unable to save him' said Ri Kwang Il, a paediatrist at an intensive care 

room. Only then did she collect her mind and look for the saviour of his son, but 
he was not there and even doctors didn’t know who he was.

'The great leader Kim Il Sung sat on a straw mat in the threshing ground without 
ceremony, saying to officials: No need to enter the room. It is said that one gets more 
familiar nearby. Let's sit on the straw mat and have a talk. 

Then he talked to farmers about the issue on developing 
the cooperative economy on a large scale. 


He said that if the cooperatives are merged, it is possible to make a more rational 
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use of land and manpower and develop the cooperative economy in a many-sided 
way and it is much more favourable in the irrigation project and mechanization. In 
this way he taught in plain words how to merge the cooperatives' 


Kim Il Sung called at Chongsan-ri in cold winter and hot summer, early in the 
morning, and on holidays and red-letter days in order to make it model of the 
whole country. 


When he saw rice plants wither because of salt water, he went out to a reservoir 
to taste its water. On an early spring day he taught one by one how to grow young 
rice plants. He also found out the reason of low yield and chose new site of 
vegetable field. 


One day he sent rice-seedling transplanters to Chongsan-ri and heard the 
farmers say they were working easily on the paddy fields. Early in winter of a year 
he visited Chongsan-ri and drew even a design of new houses. 


Thanks to him, a model farm of the country could be built in Chongsan-ri, which 
is good to live in and work. 


Indeed, Kim Il Sung walked paddy lanes in rain and the rough path between 
sloping fields for the people all his life. But he regarded it as his pleasure.

KCNA Comments on Japan's Naming of Warship 
after Its Erstwhile Imperial Navy's Cruiser 


Recently, the Japan maritime 'Self-Defense Force' held a launching ceremony of 
a new-type escort ship. 


What should not be overlooked is the fact that the ship was named after the light 
cruiser Noshiro of the imperial Japanese navy which had gained notoriety during 
the Second World War. 


Commenting on it, even Japanese media expressed concern, recalling that the 
light cruiser Noshiro was in commission for the past imperial Japanese navy. 
Last November the maritime SDF named a newly-built escort ship after a light 
cruiser that had served in the imperial era of Japan. 


This fully reveals the wild ambition of the Japanese reactionaries to avenge their 
past defeat at all costs. 


Now the international community endeavors to curb the revival of fascism and 
safeguard peace, mindful of the history of wars which brought excruciating 
disasters to humankind in the past century. 


However, since its defeat, Japan, a war criminal nation, has praised its departed 
militarists under the eyes of the international community and justified the blood- 
stained history of its imperialists' aggression, while working hard to revive the 
past.

This is a highly 
important political question of rearing our younger generation to become competent 
persons and of satisfying a desire cherished deep in the hearts of our people. 

In the past, under the fierce colonial rule of the Japanese imperialists, the Korean 
people were denied an opportunity of learning and their backs were bent in toil. But 
still, they wanted to put pencils in the hands of their children so that they could 
learn how to write. This is an ardent desire of our people just like our peasants’ life-

And he stressed the need to take a positive step for mass-producing pencils at 
once and indicated detailed tasks and ways to this end.

DPRK's History of Self-reliance 


The DPRK's history of socialist construction is a history of victories in which 
extraordinary speeds have been created by the revolutionary spirit of self-reliance. 
In the early 1960s, the Korean people, who opened the heyday of construction 
amid the hot wind of the great Chollima upswing after the Fatherland Liberation 
War (June 25, 1950-July 27, 1953), built a modern large-scale vinalon factory in a 
little over one year and thus created the vinalon speed, a new speed in industrial 
construction. 


At that time, the construction of the factory was the largest industrial project in 
the country. 


Always being concerned about the people's clothing problem, President Kim Il 
Sung put up a militant slogan ‘Everything for the Construction of Vinalon Factory!' 
and aroused all the people to the construction of the factory when the study on 
the industrialization of vinalon production was completed. 


After forming 200-odd shock brigades, the builders erected 30-odd large 
production buildings, installed more than 15 000 machines and devices, and laid 
pipes extending over 500 kilometers by working hard day and night. 


They even carried out the removal of 10 O00 cubic meters of earth, the concrete 
tamping of hundreds of cubic meters and the laying of more than 100 000 bricks 
in one night. And they erected a 40-meter-high chimney only in 13 days and a 20- 
meter-high rectifying tower in 10 days. 


They also laid pipes extending 28 kilometers in a day and finished in a matter of 
28 days a huge sewage project, the construction of which would take six months 
at an ordinary pace. 


In the course, a vinalon speed was created. 

The President visited the completed factory on May 6, Juche 50 (1961) and 
highly appreciated the feats of its builders who performed miracles in construction 
of the Chollima age, and saw to it that the factory was named the February 8 
Vinalon Factory (at that time). 
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Carrying forward the tradition of loyalty and achievements established by the 
vinalon speed creators, the workers of the February 8 Vinalon Complex are now 
making innovations in the production of chemical goods to implement the tasks 
set forth at the 8th Congress of the Workers' Party of Korea (WPK) and the plenary 
meetings of the WPK Central Committee.

Simwon Temple in Yonthan 


Simwon Temple is located on the side of Mt Jabi (500m above sea level) about 5 
km to the south of the township of Yonthan County, North Hwanghae Province. 
The area was regarded as a main traffic route leading to the north and south along 
the western coast of the Korean peninsula and a point of military strategy. So, 
there are many historical relics around it. 


It is not clear when the temple was founded, but it is generally considered to be 
built in the early days of Koryo dynasty (10th century). 
The temple was rebuilt in 1374 on a large scale in the closing years of Koryo by a 
famous scholar Ri Saek (1328-1396) and repaired several times later. 
It consists of Pogwang Hall, living quarters on the right and left sides to its south, 
and Chongphung Pavilion. 
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Pogwang Hall is a gable-roofed main building, with three bays (11 m) on the 
facade and three bays (7.6 m) on a side and seven pho inside and outside of it. 
Enshrined there are the images of Sakyamuni, Bhaisajyaraja and Amitabha. 

What is noticeable is that the wooden building is very elegant and showcases some 
general features of architectures in the Koryo period, including the forms of 
brackets and rafts, the overall structures and decoration methods, etc. 


Almost all the temple relics, which still remain preserved, had been repaired and 
rebuilt in the period of the feudal Joson dynasty (1392-1910). So, it is a very rare 
case that the architectural forms far back in that period have been preserved up to 
now. 


Therefore, Pogwang Hall of Simwon Temple in Yonthan ranks among the oldest 
architectural heritage which retains the architectural forms in the closing years of 
Koryo, along with Ungjin Hall of Songbul Temple, Muryangsu Hall of Pusok 
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Temple and Taeung Hall of Pongjong Temple. 


Simwon Temple in Yonthan is a very valuable historical relic which preserves the 
excellent and oldest architectural forms of the Korean nation.

History of Factory Colleges in DPRK 


In the DPRK, factory colleges have been run as part of the study-while-working 
education system. 


The working citizens enrolled at those colleges apply the theoretical and practical 
problems dealt in lessons to production activities and realize in a scientific and 
theoretical way the working processes they have experienced in practice. 

The country's first factory college was founded on the initiative of President Kim Il 
Sung in Juche 40 (1951) when the Fatherland Liberation War was at its height. 
When visiting an arsenal in January 1951, the President came to know that a 
knotty problem in running the factory was the lack of technical personnel. He 
stressed the need to establish a college at the factory so as to train the promising 
technicians and experts. Later, he came to the factory again to guide in detail the 
preparations for establishing the college. After all, the first factory college came to 
being on July 15 that year. 


After the war, he mapped out a plan to increase the number of factory colleges in 
order to further develop the study-while-working education system. Thus, factory 
colleges appeared at the main industrial establishments of the country in the early 
1960s. 


Chairman Kim Jong Il saw to it that factory colleges, fishermen's colleges and 
farmers’ colleges were set up as a study-while-working education system wherever 
the working people conduct their production activities. 


When miners of the Kumsan Pit under the Ryongyang Mine, a leading magnesite 
ore producer in the country, all entered a factory college on the same day, he 
made sure that its teachers came to the spot to teach them. And he took steps to 
generalize this experience and make the factory colleges run field study groups in 
the 1980s. 


Today, the factory colleges have further developed in keeping with the demands 
of the new century under the guidance of the respected Comrade Kim Jong Un, 
propelling the work for making all the people well versed in science and 
technology.

In the course of this, many varieties of peppermint, including those with the 
perfumes of rose, apple and grape, were bred with the introduction of advanced 
technologies and applied to the production of essential oils which are the main 
ingredient of the perfume industry. 


Peppermint takes an important share in the cultivation of aromatic plants since 
it can be harvested more than once a year unlike others. 
The DPRK has also been promoting research on breeding new varieties of 
peppermint which grow faster and have a higher yield for a long time. 
The biggest challenge in the research was that peppermint had low seeding and 
shooting rates. 


As a result of over ten years of research work, we established a family selection 
method for peppermint crossbreeding after laying methodological foundations for 
improving the shooting rate. We also established a technology for rapid breeding of 
peppermint so as to reduce the breeding period from two to one year. 
Consequently, the breeding time was reduced by over two years as it became 
possible to conduct the crossbred comparison test and variety comparison test at 
the same time. 


The newly bred variety of peppermint produces over 20 percent more oil and has 
a 7-10 percent higher menthol content and some 1.5 times higher per-hectare 
yield than the previous one. 


The rapid breeding technology can increase the propagation of peppermint more 
than ten times. 


Our research team is now working to raise awareness of the superiority and 
application method of the rapid breeding method among agricultural workers 
through various kinds of presentations, publications, lectures and field passing- 
on-technique conferences, while introducing it into peppermint fields across the 
country. 


“The effect of peppermint harvesting time on oil production” presented by our 
team was highly appreciated at the national agro-technical experience sharing last 
year. 


The new peppermint varieties have been introduced into dozens of farms in 
Pyongyang and South Phyongan, North and South Hwanghae, Kangwon and other 
provinces. Especially, the Sonam industrial crop cooperative farm in Sunchon, 
South Phyongan Province, has made substantial profits after applying them ina 
large area. 


Our team is now involved in a project for breeding and introducing highly 
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productive peppermint varieties with flower perfumes that would contribute to the 
development of the natural perfume industry.

After my father’s funeral, his friends stayed in Fusong for a few days to discuss my future. 


It was in mid-June of 1926 that I left for Hwasong Uisuk School at their recommendation. 

That was immediately after the June 10th Independence Movement in our country. 

This movement was a mass anti-Japanese demonstration organized by the communists who had recently 
appeared in the arena of the national liberation struggle following the March First Popular Uprising. 

As is well known, the March First Popular Uprising was a turning point in the national liberation struggle in our 
country in its shift from the nationalist to the communist movement. Among the forerunners who realized through 
the March First Popular Uprising that bourgeois nationalism could no longer be the banner of the national 
liberation struggle, the trend to follow the new current of thought rapidly increased, and through their activities 
Marxism-Leninism spread quickly. 

In the year after the March First Popular Uprising a working-class organization called the Labour Mutual-aid 
Association appeared in Seoul and, following this, mass organizations such as peasant organizations, youth 
organizations and women’s organizations came into being one after another. 

Under the guidance of such organizations, an energetic mass struggle got under way in our country from the 
beginning of the 1920s to defend the rights and interests of the proletarian masses and oppose the colonial policy 
of the Japanese imperialists. In 1921 the dockers of Pusan went out on a general strike. Following this, 
successive workers’ strikes broke out in such industrial centres as Seoul, Pyongyang and Inchon, as well as in 
many of the provinces. Under the influence of the working-class movement, tenant disputes against Japanese 
landowners and vicious Korean landlords swept the Namuri Plain in Jaeryong and the Amthae Island. Also, 
students went on strike in many places in opposition to the colonial slave education and in demand of academic 
freedom. 

By replacing their “sabre rule” with the silk cloak of “civil government” and drawing some pro-Japanese 
elements into the “Advisory Council,” the Japanese imperialists pretended to encourage the participation of 
Koreans in politics. At the same time, under the specious title of “promoting the expression of public opinion,” they 
permitted the publication of some Korean newspapers and magazines and made a fuss as if an era of prosperity 
had come. However, our nation would not tolerate such trickery and continued its struggle against the 
aggressors. 

The trend of the development of the mass movement, particularly the working-class movement, called for a 
powerful political force capable of giving it unified leadership. To meet this historic demand, the Korean 


Communist Party was founded in Seoul in April 1925. At that time many political parties of the working class 
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were appearing in a number of European countries, too. 

The Korean Communist Party did not fulfil its role effectively as the vanguard of the working class because of 
some essential limitations—its lack of a guiding ideology that conformed with the actual situation, and its failure 
to achieve the unity of its ranks and strike root deep among the masses. However, its foundation, marking as it 
did an important event that demonstrated the change of the old current of thought to a new one and the 
qualitative change in the national liberation struggle, gave impetus to the development of the mass movement, 
particularly the labour movement, the peasant movement and the youth movement, as well as of the national 
liberation movement. 

The communists started to prepare for a fresh anti-Japanese demonstration on a nationwide scale. 

It was around this time that Sunjong, the last King of the Ri dynasty, died. His death stimulated the anti- 
Japanese feelings of the Korean nation. At the news of the King’s death Koreans, irrespective of age and sex, 
wept loudly in mourning. Even though the country had been ruined Sunjong, as the last King, symbolized 
the Ri dynasty. However, now that he was dead Koreans’ pent-up sorrow for their ruined country again burst 


out. The following song sung by some students to the band music added to the grief of the mourners. 


Farewell to you, Changdok Palace 
For ever and ever. 

Go I shall to my grave 

To aplace forlorn. 

Now that Iam leaving you, 

When shall I come again? 

May the 20-million 


Korean people thrive. 


Their wailing was a great irritation to the Japanese occupationists. 

Wherever Koreans gathered in crowds to mourn, Japanese mounted policemen immediately moved in and 
dispersed them with clubs and by force of arms. Even pupils from elementary schools were clubbed mercilessly. 
What the Japanese desired was that Koreans should not grieve over the ruin of their country and should shut 
their mouths, without weeping over the death of their King. This was the true nature of rule by the governor- 
general who disguised his “sabre rule” with the “civil government.” The enemy’s outrageous repression of our 
people added fuel to their burning anti-Japanese feelings. 

Taking advantage of the anti-Japanese spirit of the popular masses, the communists planned a nationwide 
anti-Japanese demonstration on the day of the funeral of Sunjong and secretly pushed ahead with preparations 
for it. 

However, the secret was betrayed to the Japanese imperialists by factionalists who had found their way onto 
the preparatory committee for the demonstration. The preparations for the anti-Japanese demonstration were 
ruthlessly suppressed. 

However, patriotic people did not discontinue the preparations. 

On June 10 when the bier of Sunjong was passing through the streets, tens of thousands of Seoul citizens 
launched a mass demonstration shouting, “Long live the independence of Korea!”, “Japanese troops, get out!” 


and “Fighters for Korean independence, unite!” Their grudges and anger pent up during the seven years of “civil 
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government” burst out at last into an outcry of “Hurrah for independence!” Even pupils from elementary schools 
who were only twelve years of age joined the demonstration. The demonstrators grappled courageously with the 
enemy’s armed soldiers and policemen. 

The June 10th Independence Movement failed to overcome the ruthless suppression by the Japanese 
imperialists because of the machinations of the factionalists. If the bourgeois nationalists’ worship of the great 
powers was a basic reason for the failure of the March First Popular Uprising, the factional activities of the early 
communists were the root cause that ruined the June 10th Independence Movement. In leading this struggle the 
Tuesday group worked from their factionalist point of view, whereas the Seoul group resorted to obstructive 
moves to oppose them. 

After the June 10th Independence Movement, most of the principal figures in the leadership body of the Korean 
Communist Party were arrested. 

As a result of the June 10th Independence Movement the deceitful-ness and craftiness of “civil government” 
were revealed to the whole world. Through this movement our people demonstrated their indomitable will and 
fighting spirit to regain their country and defend their national dignity whatever the adversity. 

If the communists had rid themselves of factionalism and organized and led this struggle in a unified way, the 
June 10th Independence Movement would have expanded and developed as a nationwide struggle and a heavier 
blow would have been dealt to the colonial rule of the Japanese imperialists. 

This movement left a serious lesson that without getting rid of factions it would be impossible to achieve either 
the development of the communist movement or the victory of the anti-Japanese national liberation struggle. 

In those days I analysed the result of this movement in my own way. I wondered why the organizers of this 
struggle had used the same peaceful method which had been applied at the time of the March First Popular 
Uprising. 

There is a saying, “Train soldiers for a thousand days to use them for a day.” Likewise, if one wants to send 
the popular masses to the battlefield once, one must educate and organize them sufficiently and train them well. 

However, the organizers and leaders of the June 10th Independence Movement sent tens of thousands of 
empty-handed people to confront armed soldiers and policemen, having failed to make full preparations. SO it 
was natural that the outcome should be tragic. 

I could not sleep because of my indignation at the setbacks suffered by the anti-Japanese movement, each time 
entailing wholesale deaths. The failure of this movement made my blood run hot and made me still more firmly 
determined to defeat the Japanese imperialists and regain my country. 

With this ideological urge I resolved to make my days at Hwasong Uisuk School worthy of the teachings of 
my departed father, of the wishes of my mother and of the expectations of the people. 

Hwasong Uisuk School was a two-year military and political school belonging to Jongui-bu. The school was 
founded at the beginning of 1925 with a view to training cadres for the Independence Army. 

Having found the way to national resurrection in building up strength, the fighters for independence and the 
patriotic champions of the enlightenment movement worked hard to establish military schools to train military 
personnel at the same time as founding general schools. Thanks to their efforts many military schools were 
established in various parts of Manchuria. Among them were Xinxing Training 
School (Liuhe County), Shiliping Military Academy (Wangqing County), Xiaoshahe Training 
School (Antu County) and Hwasong Uisuk School (Huadian County). 

Such leaders of the independence movement as Ryang ki Thak, Ri Si Yong, O Tong Jin, Ri Pom Sok, Kim Kyu 
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Sik and Kim Jwa Jin played the central role in the establishment of these military schools. 

Those admitted to Hwasong Uisuk School were servicemen on active duty selected from companies under 
Jongui-bu. The candidates from the different companies were allotted by the higher authorities, and they were 
selected from among the best soldiers. When they had finished the two-year course new ranks were conferred on 
them according to merit and they were returned to the companies they had come from. Outside the Independence 
Army some young people entered this school on the recommendation of individuals. Such cases, however, were 
rare. So, young people with a noble will and who were in the prime of their life wanted to go to this school. 

Now there remain very few of my fellow students from Hwasong Uisuk School who can look back upon those 
days. 

When my father was alive I worried little about my future and household affairs. After he had passed away, 
however, I was obliged to consider my future and to deal with the many complex problems which were raised in 
household management. 

Iwas at my wits end because of the sorrow and distress caused me by the death of my father. However, I 
pondered over my future with the single desire to devote my whole life to the independence movement, whatever 
the cost, as my father had hoped, and with the ambition to go to a higher school, if the circumstances permitted it, 
even though it might be a burden to my mother. 

In his will my father had wished that I be sent to a secondary school. However, my family was so poor that I 
felt I could not express my wish to go to a higher school. If I were to go back to school my mother would have to 
bear the heavy burden of raising money for my school fees. However, the small amount of money my mother was 
getting for doing laundry and needlework for others was not enough to pay for my education, it being spent on 
keeping our poor family. 

After my father died my uncle Hyong Gwon, who had been his assistant, soon lost his job in the dispensary. 
There was only a small amount of medicine left in the dispensary by my father. 

It was at this time that my father’s friends advised me to go to Hwasong Uisuk School. The will my father left 
to my mother included the matter of my going to a higher school. My father’s last request addressed to my mother 
and uncle was to write to his friends and get their help in sending me to a higher school. 

My mother wrote to many people, as he had requested. My mother had to do so, although she regretted it, 
because the world was so cruel that it was impossible to live even for a single day without the help of kindness. 
So the question of my future was presented for discussion among those fighters for independence who remained 
in Fusong after my father’s funeral. 

This is what O Tong Jin told me: I have sent a letter of introduction to Uisan Choe Tong O for you to go 
to Hwasong Uisuk School. A military education there will meet your ambition. As your father said, 
independence cannot be attained through argument. We will take responsibility for your future after your 
graduation from that school. So study all you can at school. 

It appeared that my father’s friends wanted to train me as a reserve cadre who would succeed their generation 
in the future. It was good that the leaders of the Independence Army were concerned about training reserve 
cadres and attached importance to it. 

I readily agreed to O Tong Jin’s proposal. I was extremely grateful to the independence fighters for their kind 
concern about my future. Their intention to send me to a military school and train me for the independence 
movement conformed with my desire to devote my whole life to the cause of national liberation. My view in those 


days was that we could defeat the Japanese imperialists only through a military confrontation and that one could 
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stand in the front rank of the independence movement only when one had a military knowledge. The way was 
open now for me to realize my dream. 

I regarded Hwasong Uisuk School as a short cut to Joining the anti-Japanese struggle for independence, so I 
hastily began to make preparations with a light heart for my journey to Huadian. 

Once a foreign statesman asked me: “Mr. President, how did it happen that you, a communist, went to a 
military school run by nationalists?” This must seem quite puzzling. 

It was when I had not yet joined the communist movement that I entered Hwasong Uisuk School. My world 
outlook was not at a sufficiently mature stage for me to regard Marxism-Leninism completely as my doctrine. All I 
had learned about communism at that time was what I had read in Fusong in such pamphlets as The 
Fundamentals of Socialism and The Biography of Lenin. I was attracted to a socialist and communist society 
through the rumours I heard about the development of the newly-born Soviet Union where the idea of socialism 
had been realized. 

There were more nationalists than communists around me. The teachers at the schools I attended in various 
places advocated nationalist ideas more than communist ones. We were surrounded by nationalism, which, 
though destined to give way to a new trend of thought, had more than half a century of history, and its influence 
could not be ignored. 

The fact that there were many sturdy young people at Hwasong Uisuk School and that it was giving free 
political and military education made me resolve to go to Huadian. Better educational conditions than those at 
this school were inconceivable for me who wanted to go to a higher school although I was in no position to pay 
any school fees and harboured the ambition to start on the road of national restoration in accordance with the 
will of my father. 

Frankly speaking, in those days I pinned great hope on the education provided at Hwasong Uisuk School. I 
was delighted to think that after being taught at the school for two years I would have acquired a military 
knowledge, to say nothing of the fact that I would have received a secondary education. 

However, when I actually left home I frequently looked behind me even as I stepped forward. As I turned back 
to see Yangdicun where my father’s remains were buried and my mother and younger brothers who were far 
away, watching me out of sight, I could not move my feet easily because of my distraction. 

I was worried about my mother who would have a hard time of it with my little brothers. In those days it was 
not easy for a mother to support her family single-handedly in such a godforsaken place as Fusong. 

Icalmed myself by thinking over the words of my mother, that aman who has started on a journey should 
not look back. 

It was about 75 miles from Fusong to Huadian. Rich people made the journey in comfort in a covered carriage 
called a Hanlinche. But I could not afford to do so because I had only a little travel money. 

Huadian was a mountain town under the jurisdiction of Jilin Province. Situated 12 to 15 miles away from the 
confluence of the River Songhua and the River Huifa it was a leading centre of the independence movement in 
south Manchuria. 

When I started on my journey, one fighter for independence in Fusong said that Hwasong Uisuk School was 
in extremely strained circumstances, and he expressed his worry that I would have difficulties. I imagined that 
the board and lodging at Hwasong Uisuk School would be poor because the Independence Army as a whole 
was in financial difficulties. However, such a difficulty was no problem for me. I, who had been living on gruel 


and had dressed in cotton clothes from my childhood, believed that Hwasong Uisuk School could not be poorer 
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than my family in Mangyongdae, however strained its circumstances might be. 

What made me uneasy was the thought of whether Hwasong Uisuk School would receive me who was 
young and had no record of military service. However, the fact that Kim Si U was in Huadian and that my 
father’s friends such as Kang Je Ha were working at Hwasong Uisuk School was a great reassurance for me. 

When I got to Huadian I first visited Kim Si U’s home, as my mother had told me. He was the Huadian area 
controller under Jongui-bu. The area control office was a self-governing organization which helped the Koreans 
residing in the district under its control in their everyday life. There were such offices in Fusong and Panshi, as 
well as in such localities as Kuandian, Wangqgingmen and Sanyuanpu. 

Kim Si U was a fighter for independence who had known my father from the time when he was 
in Jasong County. After the March First Popular Uprising he went to China and conducted his activities in the 
area of Linjiang and Dandong. He moved to Huadian in 1924. Having built a rice mill there he raised money for 
the independence movement while working hard to enlighten the masses. 

The rice mill he built was the Yongphung Rice Mill situated in Nanda Street. While performing his duties as an 
area controller he obtained money by operating the rice mill to provide food for the Independence Army and give 
financial support to Hwasong Uisuk School and the nearby model elementary school for Koreans. 

From my days in Linjiang I had followed with awe and highly respected him, being fascinated by his 
openhearted character typical of a northern man and by his strong disposition. He loved me dearly like his own 
son. 

Kim Si U and his wife who were mending a hencoop in the yard, received me gladly, shouting for joy as I 
appeared. There were so many chickens in the yard that they got in my way. 

Kim Si U took me to Hwasong Uisuk School. 

He wore clothes that gave off the smell of rice bran, typical of a rice-dealer. 

Hwasong Uisuk School was situated on the banks of the River Huifa. It had a steep, straw-thatched roof and 
blackish walls of blue bricks common to Manchuria, and it stood against a forest of Zelkova trees. The hostel 
of Hwasong Uisuk School was situated behind the school building with the playground between them. 

Both the school building and the hostel were much shabbier than I had imagined, but that did not matter. I 
suppressed my misgivings by thinking that it would be fine if I could only learn a lot of good things, although the 
building was shabby. 

Nevertheless, the school grounds were spacious and tidy. 

Carefully Iexamined the whole appearance of Hwasong Uisuk School with hope and curiosity. 

I remembered how once, when we were living in Badaogou, O Tong Jin had called on us one cold winter day, 
not even wearing a fur cap, and consulted my father about the founding of Hwasong Uisuk School. 

Having arrived at the school as a new student and looked around it, I was full of deep emotions. 

The headmaster, a middle-aged, shortish man with a receding hairline and a pleasant appearance, received 
me in his office. He was Uisan Choe Tong O. 

Uisan was a disciple of Son Pyong Hui, the third high priest of Chondoism and one of the leaders of the March 
First Popular Uprising who were known as the thirty-three people. He graduated from the training school founded 
by Son Pyong Hui, and then started in the independence movement by building a village schoolhouse in Uiju, his 
home town, and giving an education to the children of believers in Chondoism. He had taken part in the March 
First Movement. Later he came to China as an exile and, having opened a Chondoist mission, conducted 


patriotic activities to propagate religion among the exiles. 
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The headmaster said to me that he would repent all his life of his failure to be present at my father’s funeral. 
He and the area controller spoke about my father for a good while. 

What Choe Tong O said on that day made a great impression on me. He said: “Song Ju, you have come to our 
school at the right time. The independence movement has entered a new era which requires talented people. The 
era of Hong Pom Do and Ryu Rin Sok when people worked in a random way has passed. In order to overcome the 
tactics and the new types of arms employed by the Japanese, we need our own modern tactics and new types of 
arms. Who can solve this problem? It is the new generation such as you who should take charge of this and settle 
it....” The headmaster also told me a lot which could serve as a lesson for me. He said that the board and lodging 
were poor, but, he urged me to put up with and endure all the difficulties and look forward to the future—the 
independence of Korea. My first impression of him was that he was gentle and surprisingly eloquent. 

That day Kim Si U’s family prepared supper for me. As I sat face to face with people belonging to my father’s 
generation at a modest table that expressed the sincerity of the host and hostess, I was full of deep emotion. 

There was a bottle of alcohol made from cereal at one edge of the round table. I thought that Kim Si U had put 
it there to drink with his meal. But he poured some into a glass and offered it to me, much to my surprise. 

I felt so awkward that I flapped my hands. I was bewildered because this was the first time in my life that I 
had been treated as a grown-up. True, during my father’s funeral Jang Chol Ho had offered me some alcohol 
when he saw me so upset. However, he had acted so towards a mourner and no more than that. 

Nevertheless, Kim Si U treated me as if I were completely grown up. He also changed his style of speech, 
making it a little more respectful. 

He said: “At the news of your arrival, I thought eagerly of your father. So I saw that a bottle of alcohol was 
prepared. Whenever your father came to Huadian he would drink the alcohol I offered him at this table. Now you 
take this glass in place of your father. You are now the head of your family.” Although he offered me the glass as 
he said this I could not bring myself to take it readily. Although the glass was so small that it could be hidden in 
the palm of one’s hand, it was loaded with inestimable weight. 

At that table where Kim Si U treated me as an adult, I solemnly felt that I should behave like a grown-up for 
the sake of the country and the nation. 

He offered me the room which he used as a bedroom and study. He surprised me by saying that he had 
discussed the matter with the headmaster and that I should stay at his home without ever thinking of living in 
the dormitory. 

He said that, because my father Kim Hyong Jik had requested him to take good care of me in the letter he 
wrote in his dying moments, he was under an obligation to do so. 

Thus in Fusong and in Huadian my father’s friends behaved with the utmost sincerity towards me. I suppose 
they did so because they wanted to be loyal to my father. At that time I thought a great deal about their sincerity 
and faithfulness. That faithfulness was based on the ardent hope of the people belonging to my father’s 
generation that I would do something for the independence of the country. That hope made me feel a heavy 
responsibility as a son of Korea, as a member of the new generation. I became fully determined to live up to the 
expectations of the people by studying and training hard, bearing my father’s last injunctions in mind. 

From the following day I started a strange life at Hwasong Uisuk School, a military academy. Choe Tong O 
took me to a classroom. When they saw me the students expressed their curiosity about such a young fighter 
from the Independence Army. They seemed to presume mat I was a youngster who had been sent there after 


running a few errands for one company. 
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There were more than forty students there, but none of them was as young as me. Most of them were about 20 
years of age. Some of them had sparse beards; some had children. All of them were like elder brothers or uncles 
to me. 

As soon as the headmaster had introduced me, the students applauded. 

I went to the front row by the window and took the seat the teacher had told me to take. 

The student sitting next to me was Pak Cha Sok from the first company. Whenever a new lesson began he 
briefly whispered into my ear, telling me about the teachers as they entered the classroom. 

The teacher whom he introduced with the greatest respect was military instructor Ri Ung. Ri Ung was a 
member of the military commission under Jongut-bu and had attended Huangpu Military Academy. In those 
days everyone looked up to graduates from this academy as if they were extraordinary beings. Because his 
father was running a large chemist’s shop in Seoul he was said to take a lot of insam that was sent to him. He 
was respected by the students because of his wide knowledge and varied attainments, although he tended to be 
rather bureaucratic. 

Pak Cha Sok told me that Hwasong Uisuk School taught such subjects as the history and geography 
of Korea, biology, mathematics, physical education, military science and the history of the world revolution. He 
also wrote down the daily routine of the school on a sheet of paper. 

This is how my ties with Pak Cha Sok were established. Later, in the days of the armed struggle, he left an 
indelible wound in my heart. Although later he was to take a wrong path, in our days 
at Hwasong Uisuk School he was exceptionally friendly to me, like my own brother. 

That afternoon Choe Chang Gol from the sixth company, accompanied by more than 10 of his comrades, came 
to Kim Si U’s home to visit me. It seemed that their first impression of me had been favourable and that they were 
curious and felt an urge to talk to me because I had entered the school at a very young age. 

Choe Chang Gol had a big scar on his head. His wide forehead and black eyebrows were very manly. He was 
tall and had a good constitution. So he could have been called handsome but for the scar on his head. There was 
something free-and-easy in his way of speaking and in his manner which attracted people. During our first 
meeting he made a great impression on me. 

“You say you are only 14 years old, but you seem very advanced for your years. How did you come to serve in 
the Independence Army at your young age and how is it that you are attending Hwasong Uisuk School?” This 
was the first thing that Choe Chang Gol asked me. His eyes never left my face, and there was a smile on his lips 
all the time, as if he had met an intimate friend with whom he had lived for a long time under the same roof. 

Briefly I told him what he wanted to know. 

When they learned that I was the eldest son of Kim Hyong Jik, they became more friendly towards me, 
expressing their surprise on one hand and casting respectful glances at me on the other. They asked me many 
questions in order to learn of my experiences of the country. 

A little while later Iasked Choe Chang Gol about his time in the Independence Army. 

First he told me how he had got the scar on his head. He embellished his story to make it more interesting, 
sometimes cracking jokes so that it was really splendid. What I remember in particular about his story was that 
he always spoke of himself in the third person. When he meant, “I did so,” or “I was deceived,” he said, “Choe 
Chang Gol did so,” “Choe Chang Gol was deceived,” thus provoking a smile from his listeners. 

“This happened when Choe Chang Gol was a common soldier under Ryang Se Bong. Once he captured a spy 


in the vicinity of Kaiyuan. On his way back he stopped at an inn. But that extremely careless Choe Chang Gol 
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started nodding off with the spy in front of him. He was tired after walking many miles. Meanwhile the spy undid 
the rope that bound him, hit Choe Chang Gol on the head with an axe and escaped. Fortunately he did not strike 
very hard. The ‘decoration’ on Choe Chang Gol’s head had this dismal history. If a man is careless, he will suffer 
the same fate as Choe Chang Gol.” After a few hours of heart-to-heart talks I found him to be a very interesting 
man. I made friends with hundreds and thousands of people in my youth. However, this was the first time I had 
met such a buffoon as Choe Chang Gol who, referring to himself in the third person all the time, skilfully wove his 
stories. 

Afterwards I learned more about his personal history. His father ran a small hotel in Fushun. His father had 
wanted him to join the business and help him. However, Choe Chang Gol left home and joined the army to help 
win the country’s independence. When he was serving in the Independence Army his grandmother had come to 
Sanyuanpu many times in order to persuade her grandson to go home. However, Choe Chang Gol never gave in. 
Each time she came, he said: With the country ruined, it is not the time to keep our hotel. 

I became friendly with Choe Chang Gol, Kim Ri Gap, Kye Yong Chun, RiJe U, Pak Kun Won, Kang Pyong Son 
and Kim Won U. In addition to them, I got to know many young people who came to Hwa- 
song Uisuk School from south Manchuria and various parts of our country, determined to join the anti- 
Japanese movement. 

Every afternoon they called at Kim Si U’s to talk with me. I was grateful for the fact that so many of my fellow 
students visited me, yet I was surprised at this. I became acquainted from the start with people who were five to 
ten years older than me, and not with those of my own age. This is why many of my comrades-in-arms in the 
days when I was working among young students and in the period of my underground revolutionary activities 
were older than me. 

Within a few days of starting at Hwasong Uisuk School I discovered that the circumstances there were more 
strained than the fighter for independence in Fusong had told me. What could be called the property 
of Hwasong Uisuk School was only some old desks and chairs and a, few items of sports equipment. 

But I had a great ambition. Although the house was grey, shabby and cramped for space, what reliable young 
people were growing up in that straw-thatched house! Hwasong Uisuk School was short of funds but it had 


many sturdy young people. In this sense it could be called wealthy. This gladdened me above all else.
